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1, On 5 and 6 August 1951, a total of three troop trains left Luckenwalde for 
Neustrelitz and Pasewalk. On 10 August, one troop train from Templin and 
another from Cranienburg were observed en route to the Jueterbog area. On 
‘15 August, two troop trains left Neuruppin for Forst Zinna, while on 17 
August, two other trains of troops returned to Neuruppin from Forst Zinna,* 


2. On 6 August, one troop train was observed en route from Potsdam to Neubukow, 
On 10 August another troon train went from Jueterbog-Altes Lager to Neubukow. * 


3. Between 15 and 17 August, three troop trains were dispatched from Wittenberg,- 
two to Sperenberg and one to Jueterbog, ### ;
